SPY CHARGES

Tokyo, July 3—(JP)—The Allied command agreed today to an 


armistice meeting next week with the Reds in Korea—and tried to 
speed it up to stop the killing war. 


Gen. Matthew E. Ridgway proposed a preliminary meeting Thurs- 


day. 


The United Nations commander-in-chief accepted July 10 aa the 


time for cease-fire talks. He said he would like to meet sooner if the 
Communists can make it. July 10 was the earliest date proposed by the 
Reds' top generals. 


Ridgway agreed to their suggestion that negotiators meet in Kae- 


aong, ancient Korean capital near the 38th parallel, instead of aboard 


••a Danibh hospital ship aa he had 
proposed. 


A reply from the Chinese and 


North Korean commanders was 
hoped for soon. None had been re- 
ported by 11:30 p. m. (8:30 a. m. 
EST), nine hours after U. N. 
radios began broadcasting Rldg- 
way's message.

Delay in Starting 
Of Talks Causes 
Some Skepticism

win use any delay in the start of 
cease-fire talks to strengthen their 
military hand for the bigger po- 
litical game to follow. 


This is the view of competent 


officials here, who offered these 
possible explanations for the Com- 
munist proposal to wait until July 
10 of 15 to open formal negotia- 
tions:

Ridgway stressed speed to halt 


the 53-weeks-old war. He said: 
"Delay in initiating the meetings 


and in reaching agreement will 
prolong the fighting and increase 
the losses." 


There was no break in the fight- 


ing. Nor In disagreement between 
opposing capitals. 
The Chinese Reds' Peiping radio 
said the cease fire would be on 
the 38th parallel. President Syng- 
man Rhee of South Korea said 
"we cannot accept" an armistice 
on the 38th parallel, old dividing

Fleming quoted a bell boy at 


the (Atlantan) hotel, where the 
former mound star registered last 
week, AS saying Casey told him 
Saturday that his physician had 
given him only about 10 days to 
live because of a heart ailment. 


Gordon McNabb, a friend, told 


police Casey telephoned him short- 
ly after midnight and said he 
planned to kill himself. McNabb, 
officers related, sought to dissuade 
Casey, then hurried to the hotel. 


When McNabb was about 30 


feet from the door to Casey's room 
he heard the blast. McNabb said 
Casey had- made similar threats 
for the past three days.

Washington, July 3—(JP)—The" 
government, began sliding, back in- 
to the red today after .chalking up 
a $3,509,782,624.25 budget'surplus 
for fiscal 1951, ended Sunday. 


Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 


der, who announced the final 1951 
figures yesterday, said govern- 
ment spending may exceed income 
as much as $3,500,000,000 over the 
next three months. Expenditures 
in July, August and September 
will continue heavy but tax re- 
ceipts will be seasonally light. 


Furthermore, Snyder predicted,

INDEPENDENCE DAY 
19511 


All Americans cherish the way their ancestors 


wrested their freedom from the British. Independ- 
ence Day symbolizes that feeling of pride. 


With the menace of Communist Russia abroad in 


the world, It is particularly fitting that we rededi- 
cate ourselves each year to that spirit of independ- 
ence. We cannot be too zealous in guarding the free- 
dom we fought so bravely to win nearly 200 years 
ago. 


With our long heralded tradition of freedom and 


independence, we have served the world as model. 
More than this, we have lent moral and sometimes 
practical support to other peoples struggling to Kain 
their-own independence. 


At the peace, conference following World War I, 


"self-determination"—the right of a people to govern 
themselves—was strongly championed by President 
Woodrow Wilson. The peace treaties marked the 
birth of a number of new nations. 


Some will say we pushed this movement for in- 


dependence too far, that we- assisted in creation of 
countries not yet equipped politically to govern them- 
selves and incapable of supplying more than a fair 
fraction 
of their fundamental economic needs. 


Austria, a tiny frame for huge Vienna, is cited as 
example. 


But actually the problem thus created Is mere- 


• ly the same economic and political disunity which 


haunts the whole of Europe. The small nations are 
but exaggerated illustrations. 


The ultimate solution apparently lies in some kind 


of European federation which will yet allow inde- 
pendence-loving peoples a large measure of self- 
government and cultural distinction. 


Of more pressing concern right now is the up- 


surge of independence in the Asiatic world. A long 
smoldering spirit has at last broken the surface. 
World War n, smashing the colonial mold in the Or- 
ient, provided the final explosive force. It precipitat- 
ed a social and political revolution that is engulf- 
ing Asia. 


The Asiatics today are peoples who want a better 


life £ or themselves, and they want to be the ones to 
decide what sort of life it shall be. 


This we must understand. Some of us see Asia 


as a land which must be "shown" the ways of democ- 
racy. But the Asiatics associate westerners with 
colonialism, and we cannot hope to eradicate quickly 
their bitter memories of past oppression. 


In keeping with our tradition of helping others to 


independence, we must be wholly sympathetic to their 


-, self-governing impulses. We must lend every aid we 


can, but without seeking in any fashion to impose 
upon them any part of our own pattern of life. They 
•have to judge for themselves what we have that 
they might wish to copy. 


So far we Americans have not been too aware of 


:

the depth ami strength of Asia's postwar stirrings.

This day of independence here is a good day to re- 


t 
solve that once more the United States will stand with 
the seekers after independence—as \\e have always 
done before.

Indications are that one of the largest crowds 


ever to visit the community will be in Warren Wed- 
nesday for the Independence Day parade in the 
•morning, the colorful program at Memorial Field in 
;the afternoon and for the spectacular fireworks dis- 
play in the evening. Every effort will be made by 
officials in charge, augmented by the Warren police 
department and other authorities to avert accidents, 
-but it will require the wholehearted cooperation of 
every individual to keep accidents to a minimum. 


The calendar will save lives this year, since the 


Fourth falls in mid-week, bringing only a one-day 
holiday for most persons. But even so this annual 
•celebration of our national independence will bring 
tragedy and death to many Americans. 


The traffic accident death toll already is up 10 


per cent this year. Add to that the heavy travel 
and recreational activity of a holiday and the Fourth 
remains on the nation's danger day list. 


The police alone cannot curb accidents without 


the wholehearted support of the nation's motorists— 
the very people 'whose lives are at stake. 


There is much talk today about preserving the 


American way of life. If we are to preserve American 
lives we must set up voluntary controls over careless-

Navy Is Handing Pacific Island 
Reins to Interior Department

WTASH1NGTON—(NBA)—On July 1, the United Nations Trust Ter- 
" ritory of the Pacific Islands will pass from U. S. Naval government 
to civil administration, under the Department of Interior. 


Ex-Sen. Elbert Thomas of Utah, U. S. high commissioner of the 


Trust Territory, took over authority from Adm. Arthur W. Radford 
last February. Naval governing personnel have been replaced by 
civilians, though many of them are Navy reservists who have bad 
experience in the Pacific. 
Trust Territory government headquarters has been moved from 


Pearl Harbor to an unused, former Army post headquarters at Fort 
Ruger, also on Oahu, Hawaii. Eventually the seat of government 
may be moved to Saipan, 100 miles north of Guam. But that may 
be a long way off. 
Ceremonies at the turnover of authority in Hawaii and in the five 


districts which make up the Trust Territory do serve to call attention 
to this vast new responsibility of the United States. It is vast in one 
respect only. It covers three million square miles of South Pacific 
Ocean. It's an area equal to the continental United States. 
nPHERE are cmy 52,000 people on these islands. But even this sro&r 
A number is divided into eight different cultural groups. Populatic: 
vary from 10,000 on Palau, to 14 on Merir I, near Yap. They vary r 
the way from a fairly high civilization and standard of living c 
Guam, down to'the G-string and stone money level on Yap. 


High Commissioner Thomas has not yet visited the 96 islands of 


the territory over which he is to govern. When he does make his 
first insoection, it will take him two to three months to cover the area. 


He will travel on a new civilian-operated Trans-Ocean airline con- 


necting the principal islands by a fleet of five converted Navy am- 
phibian patrol bombers and by a new Pacific Micronesian shipping 
line, with one large and six smaller freight and passenger vessels. 


Even so, the Trust Territory will be an item of expense to the 


United States for as long as it holds the trusteeship. For the coming 
year, $6 million were budgeted to run the islands. Of this, $1.5 million 
were intended to start a 10-year program for permanent construction 
of power plants, docks, housing, schools and medical centers. Action 
is not yet final. Congressional economizers are threatening to cut 
costs to some $4 million. Congress has yet to pass organic legislation 
giving the Trust Territory official status under U. S. government. 
'TTHOUGH Mary Marjtin, washing that man right out of her hair In 
•*• "South Pacific," and the "Ron-Tiki" voyage have glamorized this 
whole ocean for a post-war world, it still remains an economic lia- 
bility. Survivors of the bloody island-hopping war learned to hate 
each atoll devoutly. The island paradise stuff is overrated. White 
people who stay on the islands too long go "rock happy." 


The islands were a busy place under the Japanese between World 


Wars I and II. There were half a dozen shipping lines operating, a 
big fish trade, sugar mills and pineapple canneries. There were 
100,000 people in the Marianas. But when all the Japanese were 
shipped back home at the end of the war, only 6000 natives wen 
left At Palau, which was the Jap capital for the islands, the Ameri- 
cans are now unfavorably compared because business is dead. 


Why does this country hang onto the islands? Principally to keep 


anybody else from holding them. The original attack on Pearl Harbor 
was launched from Jap naval bases in this area. 


So the United States accepted the United Nations trusteeship over 


the territory and with it accepted responsibility for economic and cul- 
tural advancement of the people, and U* promotion of their freedom*.

The beans which grandmother 
called "string beans," now known 
as "snap beans" because the 
strings long ago disappeared, are 
excelled by few other vegetables 
in the food they produce, for the 
area occupied. One of the first tri- 
umphs of plant breeders in this 
country was the production of the 
"stringless" bean; and improve- 
ment has continued with remark- 
able results. 
Several new varieties of high 


merit are now available, of top ta- 
ble quality combined with record 
yield. They-bear round pods, excep- 
tionally long, and filled with nutri- 
tious "meaty" tissue if they are 
picked before the seeds form. They 
give a large yield because they live 
longer, being resistant to the plant 
diseases which shorten the lives of 
older varieties. 
Just keep them picked off so no 
seeds can form, and you will enjoy 
beans of such flavor and tenderness 
as none except home gardeners can 
experience. 


Never sow beans unto all danger 


of frost Is over. They are extremely 
sensitive to cold air and cold coll. 
Greatest improvement in quality 
has been made in bush beans, as 
distinguished 
from pole beans, 


though many find the latter excel- 


lent if they are picked young. 
There are four general types of 
bush beans, the green and wax 
(yellow) each divided into flat pod 
and round pod. Market beans are 
usuaHy flat pod, which yield better 
than the round pod;, and the latter 
have the best quality. - 
Between the green and wax 


beans there are slight differences in 
vitamin content, the former excel- 
ling in vitamin A, the latter la" Tita-i 
mln B, but both are among our 
most nutritious foods. In recent > 
years few wax beans have been, 
seen in markets; but in the opinion 
of many they are more tender add, 
of better flavor than green beans.; 


Both for the table and for can- 
ning beans should be picked before 
seeds form, and not more than an 
hour before they are cooked. 


Canning pod beans'requires spe- 
cial precautions to kill the botu- 
linus germ, and before it is at- 
tempted the advice of canning ex?; 
perts should be sought. , 


It may be advisable to estimate' 
your canning needs and sow a. spe- 
cial row for putting up, so they can 
be harvested for that purpose. But 
always be ready to put up a few 
jars at a time, when there are more 
beans on the bushes than you need '' 
for the table.

ed from the municipality in which 
the display is to be held.
